th e house th e report of a board or throe j 
eng ineers of th e arm y of a survey of the 
M iami and E rie canal, the Ohio canal and 
connections available to m ake a co ntinu ­ 
ous canal connecting the w aters of Lake 
E rie w ith the Ohio river throug h the sta te J 
of Ohio. 
The survey was also to look to 
the feasibility and advisability of im prov­ 
ing and w idening the canal to seventy 
feet 
and 
deepening it 
to seven feet. 
P lans and cost were also req uired for the 
construction of locks w ith a capacity for 
vessels of at least 280 tons burden. 
R o ute * I 'r o p o s c d a nd P r o b a b l e P ost. 
The board considers the folio w ing routes 
avaiiable for co ntinu us canals m aking 
the req uired connections: 
F irs t— E astern 
route, Cleveland to M arietta; second— 
C entral route, S andusky bay to P o rts­ 
m o uth ; th ird—W estern route, Toledo to 
C incinnati. 
O n all these routes the w ater 
supply is such th at 
w ith necessary im ­ 
provem ents it is practicable to construct 
a canal of the kind req uired th a t can ho

present, tiny recom m endation w ith reg ard 
to a canal of dim ensions different from 
those prescribed in the act of cong ress.

five feet and a depth of ten feet would a d­ 
m it tiie passag e of vessels th a t m ig h t bo 
considered of ab o ut tiie least practicable 
size for lake navig ation.

MANDERSON SAID TO BE A DEOOY.

W ashing ton 
, M arch 5 — The g reater p art 
of the tim e of the senate foreig n commit* 
tee’s m eeting yesterday w as devoted to 
tho C uban q uestion. The senate and house 
resolutions were carefully analyzed and 
com pared 
Several of the m em bers ox 
pressed them selves ; » satisfied to accept 
the house resolutions, and th e opini n 
w as ventured by one or tw o of them th a t 
tho house su b stitu te was in better form 
th an the senate’a orig inal m easure. 
In 
view of th is fact it appears probable th a t 
if the house insists upon its su b stitu te it 
w ill w in and th e house resolutions be ac­ 
cepted os the expression of the j >int opin­ 
ion of the tw o bodies. 
The views of tiie 
adm inistratio n as 
p rinted yesterday in these dispatches were 
read w ith g roat interest by cong ressm en. 
Several m em bers w ho are enth usiastic for 
C uba 
sug g ested 
th a t the 
resolutions 
should l» e reconsidered and chang ed from 
co ncurrent to jo int resolutions so th a t 
P resident C leveland w ould I» “ com pelled 
to sig n them or veto them , b u t this pro- | 
posal was discourag ed by th e leaders in i 
foreig n affairs. 
It is pointed out th a t the 
adm inistratio n p ractically holds the sam e 
position th at P resident G r.rnt m aintained 
during the ten years’ rebellion. 
M ost of th e co nstitutio nal authorities 
concede th a t recog nition is an executive 
act, so th at the friends of the revolution 
liml little g ro und for hope th a t recog ni­ 
tion will be extended until the insurg ents 
w in a decisive victory 
or 
m aterially 
chang e th eir plans of cam paig n and g ov­ 
ern merit. 
M em bers of the foreig n affairs 
com m ittee say th a t cong ress has done all 
th a t is in its power in expressing , lay the 
m edium of resolutions, its convictions 
upon the policy which the g overnm ent 
should pursue. 
A dam s of P ennsylvania, chairm an of 
th e sub-com m ittee w hich investig ated the 
revolution, says it is an erroneous sta te­ 
m ent that th e insurg ents do not hold 
teirito ry 
nor m aintain 
a g overnm ent. 
They have, lie says, actual possession of 
m ost of the island, a id tiie central g ov­ 
ernm ent, w hile no t established in any 
city, has h eadq uarters in the m ountains. 
In addition they have in every province 
of C uba officers sim ilar to the French pre­ 
fects. who collect the tuxas in tho prov­ 
inces.
